Tbe Betfr af Mrs. A. O. Matsoa, a lelieol 

Teavlinr, Found Dewd In Uer Riinyi Hor- 
ribly Manglttd— Crlmlually AMSulted, 
Masdarsd and TImb sh* Hoasa'Rekfted. 

No C1»W to the Perpetrator*. 

ToPKKA, Dee. 21 — Tho lio.ly of Mr*. 
A. D. MatHon. stift' and cold, and lyiiu; 
in a pool of her own blood, was discov- 
ered in hor home at Fiftetnitli aud 
Moaroo itroeta, at 8:80 yesterday after- 
noon. To all appearancea the woman 
had been dead about 10 days. It is 
undoubtedly a case of cold blooded 
murder, with robbeiy as the incentive. 
Mrs. Mateon lived alone, and it was 
gODOnUy supposed she hod considerable 
moaay lAout tho honae. ▲ oriminal 
aaaaalt had pvooedod tho borriblo 
murder. 

The only person who seems to know 

anything ationt it is a deaf and dumb 
''olured luun named U«orge Knight, 
who saw two lusu, probably on the 
I ventng ot the 11th, eurer the window 
of the murdered woman's house, and 
afterwords saw them run away. No in- 
telligible account can be ai rived at from 
li.mgnt, except through his brother, 
who Is the only person who eau under 
stand him. Tho two will ba brought 
together at the coroner's luqairy. 

The first inkling of tho murder was 
made known yesterday afternoon by a 
milkboy, who had noticed that the ciiii 
of milk he left on Mrs. Miitsou's stop 
lU drtys ago nad Iwen un'ouohed. Ho 
immeaiateiy made known his tears to 
the pohoe aud an luve-tigation fol- 
iowed. Oftioers dispatclkod to tlio scene 
v,-(;r«> unable to gain admittance, aud 
breaking in tho rear do'jr soon learned 
the cause therefor. In a litt'e b.ick 
room, Iving on her buck, and in a pool 
of bloo<i, long since dried, lay tlie luur 
dered woman. Two *H<.-.ks of imtatues 
hau beeu rudely thrown over lier he.Mi, 
while a bundle of rays iiud old cluihes 
half covered her body. Aa mve^t,;{i^■ 
tion showed that nu)st brutal treut?;ii ut 
had been dealt the woman before her 
life had been taken. Her clothes were 
badly torn, Indicating that she had 
been ravished, llie eutire top of hor 
head was cruahad in, evidently aooom- 
plished by aomo heavy, blunt inaira- 
meut. 

When news of tho hr -rible Und be- 
came known the moat intense excite- 
ment prevaUod, and dotaotivcs immedi- 
ately put upon the oase. The uei;^h- 
bors in the vitiuity are all colored, and 
they say that they have not seen Mrs. 
Miitson for two weeks. Mrs. Robiusou, 
who lives across the atreet, says that 
she last saw Mrs. Matsoa about two 
weeks ago and ahe was then uemiug 
from the direction of her honaea, aud 
she had evidently been oolleoUug rent. 
Bhe aaw no onoaronnd the honae at any 
time and never heard any aoiae or dis- 
turbance of any kind. 

Mrs. Matsou waa a member- of the 
Topeka Sqnal BnlTrage oaaooiation and 
a prominent ■ufmiige worker. For 
manv years ahe waa a membor of tiie 
oity board of eduoation from the Fifth 
ward and took an aotivo iutereat in the 
city sobools. She waa at one time a 
city teacher and was very well known 
locally. Bhe waa generally supposed to 
have oonalderable monay and owned 
five or six bonaes on thtf bast tiida. Her 
husband left her four or Ave years a^o 
und took UF » honoftoad ia Oaliioruia, 
where he Imb tinoa livod.
